ASPARAGUS A DRUG. 
GROWERS CANNOT SELL 
{BY DIRECT WIRD TO THE TIMES.]

A London newspaper wonders why 
we no longer invite people to break- 
fast.

Presumably it 
Was not ever so, for inyitations to 
breakfast were once common enough, 
and not so long ago, either.

“And, by Jove,” says Joseph Scott, 
president of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, “{ saw just enough of Bill Taft 
to believe that he will come.” 

The detaiis of the ceiebration have 
not been worked out yet, but the. 
Chamber of Commerce, tac Merchants’ 
and Manufacturers’ Association and 
other public-spirited organ‘zations and 
citizens are behind it, which is as- 
surance that it will be in keeping with. 
the importance of the occasion, and so 
unique and attractive that it will be 
heard of in every part -of the worid. 

“La Fiesta—Agua y Flores” is one 
of the titles that has been suggested.

Phe work is outside the routine of 
his office, but Hazen wants to help 
out the conductors who ve d 
money taken in by them deducted 
from their pay. . 

“There is always some counterfeit 
money in circulation,” said Hagen. 
“Many persons getting it will try to 
pass it on some one else. The rail- 
road offices, business houses, etc., gen- 
erally send me all the counterfeit 
money that slowly drifts in. The tota! 
is atways very small. The govern- 
ment keeps a ciose watch on coun- 
terfeit com, and tries in every way to 
protect the public.”

Angeles with a party for a _ foeur- 
months’ hunting and fishing, trip. 
Among those intending to go aré Stan- 
ley Anderson, Bert Roberts and Frank 
8. Hoover. They traverse a great por- 
tion of Oregon, Alaska and Michigan, 
returning to this city after a visit to 
New York. 
PLAN HORSEBACK TRIP. 

The first stop will be at the McCloud 
River, where a week will be spent in 
trout fishing. From there they will go 
to the Grant’s Pass, Oregon, making 
the journey from the Pass towards the 
Coast on horses. Last year Cline 
hunted in that country with John and 
Dick Jeffries. They found it one of the 
best me countries in the West, se- 
curing three black bears and the limit 
in deer and trout. The first bear 
brought into camp was killed by John 
Jeffries who carried the dead animal 
three miles to camp on his shoulders. 

“From the time we left Los_Angeles 
John had been telling us what a pedes- 
trian he was,” said Cline. “Dick and 
I resolved to test him. We engaged a 
guide, a native Indian, who had 
tramped those hills all his life, and told 
him to take John out and ‘walk his legs 


‘They left camp early in the morn- 
ing. and for nearly three hours we 
heard nothing of them. Then John 
came ‘walking into camp carrying a 
on his shoulders. 

“'One of you fellows better go back 
and pick up the guide,’ he said, ‘I left 
him under a tree about seven miles 
back.”

In order to understand more clearly 
this remarkable situation, let us go 
back, for a moment, t6 first princ- 
ples, to the law and to what the law 
pretends to do.

jtempts to avoid—in clecting Senators.

legal obligation to observe if, and 
whether they de so or not is a matter 
for them to settle with their own con- 
sciences and their constituents.

DYING JAP APOLOGIZES TO. : 
~ MIKADO FOR LOSING SHIP. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 


SCTORIA (B. C.) Mey 7.—While 

Commander Sakuma and his fdur- 

teen men were dying under the sea 
in the drowned submarine No. 6, dur- 
ing the Japanese naval maneuvers off 
Kure, April 15, the commander wrote 
a letter to the Emperor, begging for- 
giveness for the loss of the vessel and 
commending his officers and men.

Seven destroyers 
were ofdered to the scene, and search 
was made. The submarine was lo- 
cated April 16, and next day she was 
refloated .and towed to Kure.

VILLA HOME 1S CHARMING. 
West Adams Residence of Dan ‘Murphy 
Combines Beauty-of Design 
and Setting. 


nesien the many beautiful homes of 
Southern California there are few 
which combine so effectively charm of 
architectural lines ‘and attractiveness 
of landscape setting as the magnificent 
West End mansion recently completed 
for Dan Murphy on the south side of 
Adams street; just beyond Western 
avenue. In this “show place” Archi- 
tects Hudson & Munsell have’ created 
a residence of the purest Italian ren- 
naissance type, the effect of which has 
been wonderfully enhanced in the land- 
scape treatment by Wilbur David 
Cooke, Jr. e latter bas worked out 
an.ideal setting from a site of 150 feet 
frontage and fully 400 feet depth by 
taking the greatest possible advantage 
of the natural contour of the grounds. 
long in the mind of one who has seen 
and studied the place. 

The house itself is of cement ex- 
terior and two and a-half stories in 
height. The roof is of green mission 
clay tile, and all the exterior trim, the 
window balconies, entrances, balus- 
trades and ornamental railings are in 
stone. The structure contains cighteen 
rooms, in addition to the baths and 
sleeping porches. The interior is ele- 
gantly finished in Peruvian mahogany, 
quarter-sawed oak and Circassian wal- 
nut, and the floors throughout are of 
hard wood, excepting in the vestibules, 
which are in tile.

One side 
of this.double roadway is to be ex- 
clusively for automobijes. The other is 
for géneral traffic. It is something un- 
known in any part of the world for 
motorists to have an asphalt speedway 
free of all other traffic. 


| The boulevard is to be curbed on 


both sides. The pavement will be laid 
as substantially as it is on the city 
‘streets.

The electric road’s right of way 
provides for a four-track system; and 
with the Hill-street tunnel entrance to 
the city, the district will have every 
advantage of rapid transportation.

arm extensive investigation of our im- 
migrants, finds that, 
generation, the size of families is 
about tne same among the immigrants 
as it is among the native stock, two 
or three children to a family. What- 
ever bearing this fact may have upon 
individual morality and the future of 
the nation, Prot. Boas clearly shows 
that race suicide also spells race im- 
provement. He finds the finest phys- 
ical types, as a rule, in the smaliest 
families. Prof. Boas presents remark- 
able statistics, showing how the stat- 
ure of cnildren varies according to the 
size of the family. When a family 
has one child, the heignt of that one 
tends to be considerably above the 
normal. When a family has two chil- 
dren their height is still above the 
normal, but not so far above as is 
that of the child of the one-child fam- 
ily. Im families of three, 
five children the average height is stil] 
above the normal, though in decreas- 
ing stages; but after the fifth child 
the stature becomes abnormally low. 
This fact is partly but not entirely ex- 
plained by the better care and nutri- 
tion the earlier children receive. For 
Prof. Boas finds that the same rule 
prevails in the families of the mercan- 
tile and professional classes, where, 
naturally, the struggle for existence 
is not so hard as in the families of 
skilled and unskilled laborers. ;

ABSOLUTE EQUALITY BEFORE THE LAW. 


{EDITORIAL} 


HE Declaration of Independence has no more truthful, fundamental nor 
“pregnant sentence than that which declares, “All men are born equal.” 
It does not mean that they are born equal in stature, in weight, in mental 

It simply means that they are born equal 
the laws in a country whose laws are just. That is as far as stateman- 

ship can go in putting men on an equal plane and giving all an equal chance 
to use whatever talents, opportunities or means of advancement Providence 
We must not forget thé two correlative factors. 
On one side is human nature such as God has made it. 
is man-evolved government. No law, no statesmanship, can change human 
‘mature, can make the dull mind keen, the indolent disposition active, the 
deviously-disposed straight, the weak strong or the sick well. 
e every man an equal opportunity to make 
such use as he is disposed to make of such gifts as he comes into the world 


e fundamental, most important and most pernicious defect in 
underlying labor union organizations. 
on which these organizations rest attempt to ignore human nature and set 
up the claim that laws shall not apply to all persons under similar conditions 
always in the same way. The argument explicitly put forth by the leaders 
of these organizations is that the members of these shall be specifically 
exempted from the application of laws which they confess to be proper when 
applied to other people and which they claim are necessary to keep others 
than the members of their organizations in check and force those 
to do so to: treat their fellowmen with just consideration. 

The Constitution of the United States was framed in every syllable and 
letter thereof-with the sentence quoted above from the Decigration of Inde 
pendence in the mind of the writer of each clause in the Constitution. 
laws of the IJnited States, speaking by a broad rule, are all in exact accord- 
ance with the provisions of the Federal Constitution and the disposition of 
the Supreme Court of the United States has been at all times to keep in 
mind the equality of all citizens before the laws of this country. The judges 
of that court have always regarded the poor man as having exactly the same 
rights as the rich, and as having no more. The employer and the employee 
stand on an exactly equal footing before the courts of this country, and with 
very few exceptions the laws have been administered in exact accordance 
with the principle of equality.

the United Stateg is in relation to a case where retail dealers in lumber in 
the Southern States entered into an agreement together that they would 
not buy their supplies from certain sawmills or wholesale dealers in lumber 
who were guilty, according to the views of these retailers, of conducting 
business in an improper way. The impropriety, it appears, consisted in these 
mills or wholesalers selling not to the trade but to the ultimate consumer. 
Thereupon an organized comspiracy was entered into by these retail dealers 
in which an agreement was reached that they would not buy from any mill 
or wholesale firm selling anything outside of the trade. eet 

The decision was read by the latest member added to the Supreme Court 
of the United States, Judge Lurton. The appointment to the bench of this 
gentieman called forth a great deal of adverse criticism from the semi- 
socialized, thoroughly monopolistic press of ‘the country. Some of our own 
local papers were very severe in their criticism of the President for this. 
appointment. :_The most you could ever learn of the alleged unfitness of 
Judge Lurton was that on a certain occasion he made a journey of some 
distance or.other in a private car belonging to a railroad company. This 
is not an offense according tothe decalogue, nor is it forbidden by any law 
of the United States. It is an attention that railroads sometimes pay to 
friends of the officials, and it is not necessarily to be concluded that there 
is any corrupt, understanding in connection with the attention. We think 
that citizens, of very high purposes, utterly incorruptible, have accepted 
such attention at the hands of friends in the railroad business without be- 
coming demorajized. 

Judge Lu lays down the law’ clearly. He points out that it was 
entirely competent for any of these’ retail lumber dealers to tak@ counsel 
with his own mind and say to himself, “These ‘wholesalers are guilty of an 
impropriety and I will not buy from them nor deal with them.” The law 
will not concern itself as to what“his motive is. [It may be that the head 
of the concern wears a nose that does not suit the retailer, that he lisps or 
squints, is partially Geaf or halts upon the right foot or the left. All these 
things are In the control,of the individual. But when two or ten or a hun- 
dred individuals, firms or corporations get together, and enter into a hard 
and fast agreement one with another that they will all abstain from patron- 
izing the offending firm or corporation, then that— a conspiracy. It 
becomes a menace to the whole country. If this can be done by one’ line of 
operators, according to the Declaration of Independence and the Constitution 
of the United States and all the laws made in accordance therewith, all 
other lines .of busifess may follow the same practice. The result will be 
that any person’s' business, that of any firm or corporation, may be destroyed. 
Carried to its logical conclusion it would be proper to enter into an agree- 
ment not to sell. So the grocer might select some persons or families obnox- 
fous to them In any community and agree not to sell them any article of food.
